and kault ſo manifeff, as you diſtzuſt the rightfulneſle of 

her cauſe - Come, come, the time was expired b2ing her ts 
the block, why delay you any longer 2 lee pou not the deſti⸗ 

nies haus determined this to be the end of hor dapes and 
Foꝛtune hath dec2&d her dume. 

The wofull Pzincefſe hearing theſe ſpeches,being ſur⸗ 
charged With ſo:row, and her heart loaded with vulturs 
Miefes,andhaving the characters of death purtzaped in her 
bꝛowes, over⸗whelming her face with an Ocean of tears, 
weeping her eyes d2y, and her garment wet, ſato roſt ing 
her ſclf in theſe her extꝛeam paTtions,ready to haue pelded 
up the GhoT The King likewiſe now ſeeing the lateſt mos» 
ment.and all further expectation tn vain, with a ſozrowtful 
heart was ready fo command her execution, and to Tepart, 
ſ&ing delay without hope did but agzavate their lozrobos. 
As he was thus ready fo ſpeak , they hearda Tzumpet 
found,andloking about they ſaw an armed Knight almoft 
at the end of the lift, with a fall Squire befoze him ſoun⸗ 
ding an alarum: this put the Bing and all the Nobles in 
hope of a champion to undertake the combat.

your quarrell to a ponglings ſwozd, J will either fr& pou 
from this untimely, and as J judge undeſerved death, oz 
conſozt my ſelf with you in pour death, 

Albina hearing the kind ſp*ches of this her new come 
Champion, and noting the phiſie@nomy of his face, ſhee 
ſappoſed him though not the labſtance, pet a perfect Pat. 
tern of her beloved Doroſa, and therewith replyed in this 
manner: Waltant and conrteous Rnight. my life which is 


now on the lateſt period, and my highelt hope of deltberte 
being now ready to come fo a moſt Qamefull and igno⸗ 
minious death, chould JI refuſe pour courfeous atve,in this 
my fo gꝛeat extzeamity, J might rightly bo reputed as ac 
teſſary to my own misſoztune. Therekoze I doe referre 
my ſafety wholly unto the tuition of your ®wo3d, and the 
tzyall of my innocencie. to your god foztune and valtantte. 
diff:ufting the ſequel of my cauſe ſo much the lefle,by haw 
much pou reſemble that Þeroicke Gentleman, the mot 
excellent among men, that renowned Doroſa, with whom 
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of Frageſa and his three Sons; 
wholly J am falfip. accuſed tobe anchaff, Go in the name 
of God, truth is on your ſide:and while you dectds the con;

ted. Come (quoth he) thou p20ud and ſaweie Pꝛincox, and 
though thou canſt not rule thy tongue, yet well Chalt thou 
ſ& that I can bꝛidle thy manhod. With this the Permit 
having ſounded his Tzumpet commanded the Champions 
fo do their devotr. The Gyant was armed all in bꝛaſle and 
caſting away his Spear, betok himſelf to a huge Pole ax, 
the iron wozk thereof weighed near fifty pound; he was of 
ffature not fully equall with the Gyant Coſmodrill.Pleu- 
dippo having bis Lance in his hand, and his god ſwozd 
faſt girf to his Harneſſe with his Shield upon his arme 
entzed the Combat: Af the firſt encounter, the Gyart ſcoz⸗ 
ning to make long war ff2uck with ſuch vigour at Pleu- 
dippo, as he purpoſed with his firſt ſtꝛok to have finiſhed 
the fight. Pleudippo on the other ſide being filled with vas 
lour, and therewithall willing to chew his gzeat ffzength;
